Rumors 
that HEffumond would croateba passage from Moscow to Smyrna were denied, but PM Koning did 
hint that Hammond would "change the face, of the war, if not the world". 

CONSTANTINOPLE: I don't mind England' b doublecrossing his faithful ally; what I do 
mind is England*s assumption that I«d do the same thing. 1 " 

HHIONDERABAD: No change was reported in the world's second ltagest war, which has 
"swept up and down this tiny Indian state for eight years, Maharajah Kamasutra IX today 
announced for the 374th time the "complete, finali absolute, and utterly crushing de- 
feat of the subversive forces of the Peristaltic Movement, and their sinister leader 
Pundit the Bandit, aided by the international anarchist conspirator Spiros preposter- 
ous." From his headquarters in the Tlgerskill Mountains Pandit the Bandit announced to 
37 imorican reporters that "the mercenaries of the odious Maharajah have been utterly 
wiped out, and the road is clear to the gem-studded palace from which he, with the aid 
or the foreign adviser Spiros Preposterous, has been grinding the faces of the people 
of Hydundorabad."

ROMS (13 April 1913) : In a scathing Bull of denunciation and Ceremony of Renuncia- 
tion, Her Holiness Joan U today stripped Jose J>ee2*icelli of hie Cardinal's hat and ex- 
communicated him from the Roman Catholic Church* (The former Cardinal thus Joins his 
master, the anti-Pbpe Uriah "IV" in utter anathema 4) Among other things, Her Holiness 
condemned Pooricelli's recognition of "Pope" Uriah (formerly Uriah Cardinal Heap) and 
his total lack of disrespect for "Our dear friend* and loyal supporter of the True

NEW YORK (SO April 1913) ; At a gigantic cocktail party and reception in the sump- 
tuous Orthanc-Hllton Hotel, publisher Mutinuft Nights tend announced the major items of 
his apring list, and introduced the authors* prominent in the reception line was the 
cadaverous, aristocratic Baron Erham, former British Ambassador to Sevastopol and author 
of the sensational jScham Priory Cookbook* Also present was George Lincoln Dygert, au- 
thor of Dygert *a New Dictionary of Conservative Siglish, a book which is expected to re- 
volutionize the writing of political tracts, Mr. Nights t and told the press that 50,000 
copies of Dygert *s work have already been purchased by the John Booth Society* 

However, the chief opus presented at this glittering literary event was the second 
volume of the memoirs of Princess Svetsoxa, who claims to be the eldest illegitimate 
daughter of the Empress Lucrezia. The quondam Princess, who came to America 5 yeans agp
